Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  oif 
the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1951. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  not  so  good  as 
those  of  the  previous  year,  but  it  must  be  noted  that  when 
figures  an'  expressed  in  terms  of  say  “X”  per  1/000,  when 
the  actual  numbers  dealt  with  are  very  small,  a unit  either 
way  can  make  a considerable  difference. 


The  infantile  mortality  has  jumped  from  16.94  per 
IJOOO  to  63.15  per  1,000;  in  actual  figures  this  means  there 
were  five  m.ore  deaths  of  infants  than  in  the  previous  year 
and  there  were  23  fewer  births.

HOUSING  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


While  fhere  is  still  a large  waiting  list  of  persons  for 
tenancy  of  Council  Houses,  there  are  few  really  bad  cases  of 
overcrowding  in  the  district  and  all  those  are  of  comparative- 
ly short  duration. 

In  addition  to  people  who  have  lived  and  worked  in 
Dronfield,  there  have  been  a large  number  of  applications 
from  people  in  Sheffield.  While  many  people  from  that  city 
are  no  doubt  only  too  pleased  to  get  a house  anywhere; 
some  would  definitely  prefer  to  live  on  a small  estate. 

While  realising  the  difficulties  facing  the  large  city  in 
rehousing,  many  of  the  large  housing  schemes  put  in  hand 
seem  to  have  something  lacking.  It  is  difficult  to  put  into 
v/crds  but  the  mass  aggregation  is  somewhat  reminiscent  of 
an  ant  hill.  All  the  houses  so  very  much  of  the  same  pat- 
tern; gardens  good,  bad  and  indifferent,  and  streets  laid  out 
with  mathematical  precision  tends  to  a sort  of  drabness. 
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SEWERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


No  new  works  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
The  condition  of  the  cesspools  at  Hill  Top  are  a source 
of  constant  anxiety,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  one  of  the 
many  schemes  submitted  to  the  County  Planners  will  at  last 
meet  with  their  august  approval. 


It  does  seem  remarkable  that  a scheme  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  before  the  war  should  be  turned  down  by 
a lesser  body. 

Another  source  of  trouble  is  the  main  sewage  works. 
Before  the  war  they  were  quite  inadequate.  In  fact,  I weill 
remember  on  the  day  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  inquiry,  the 
Inspector  conducting  the  inquiry  visited  the  works  after  a 
sharp  heavy  shower  and  during  the  course  of  his  visit  saw 
the  settling  tanks,  etc.,  become  completely  flooded  with  rain 
water  and  sewage  running  straight  through  with  no  treatment. 


Since  then,  290  modern  houses  have  been  put  on  the 
system,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  such  houses  use  three 
to  foil!  times  the  amount  of  water  per  day  that  the  old  type 
house  with  no  bath  and  no  hot  water  does. 

In  addition,  the  works  now  deal  with  about  300  proper- 
ties in  Dronfield  Woodhouse. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  supply  has  generally  been  satisfactory,  l>ut  there  has 
been  occasional  trouble  on  the  new  estate  at  Snape  Hill  from 
sediment,  mostly  rust,  colouring  the  water.  This  is  soon 
cleared  by  washing  out  the  mains,  which  is,  in  fact,  carried 
out  by  the  water  authorities  immediately  upon  receipt  of  any 
complaint. 

Samples  have  been  taken  regularly  in  the  U.D.— and  the 
suppliers,  the  North  East  Derbyshire  Joint  Water  Committee, 
take  samples  at  the  source  of  all  supplies. 

Sixteen  samples  taken  in  the  U.D.  gave  the  following 
results: — 11  samples  results  very  satisfactory. 

5 samples  as  follows: — 

(1)  No  evidence  of  any  contamination  to  make  it  unfit 
for  drinking.  This  sample  was  from  a surface  well. 

(2)  Satisfactory  as  regards  B.  Coli  but  rather  high  room 
temperature  cotmt. 

(3)  B.  Coli  present— 2 per  100  c.c. — Type:  Faecal- 
Water  certainly  looks  dirty,  and  low  temperature 

, count  is  slightly  high. 

(4)  B.  Coli  absent  from  100  c.c.— Total  Bacterial  count 
after  two  days  at  37' C.  equals  8 per  1 c.c. — Total 
Bacterial  count  after  three  days  at  room  tempera- 
ture equals  150  per  1 c.c. 

(5)  B.  Coli  absent  from  100  c.c.— Total  Bacterial  count 
after  two  days  at  37  °C.  equals  5 per  1 c.c.

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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  194S 
AMENDMENT  /KCT— SECTION  47,1948 


The  amendment  act  gives  power  to  the  Medical  Officer 
cf  Health  t<»  act  immediately  in  the  event  of  emergency  cases 
requiring  care  and  attention.  This  is  a very  useful  clausa 
but  up  to  the  present  has  been  largely  nullified  by  the  refusal- 
of  the  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council 
to  admit  ambulant  cases  to  part  111  accommodation. 

As  the  Council  will  ajDpreciate,  the  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  gives  power  to  local  authorities  to 
enforce,  through  application  to  a Court  of  Summary  .Jurisdic- 
tion, the  removal  of  people  requiring  care  and  attention  from 
their  own  homes  to  a suitable  institution. 

The  vast  majority  of  people  dealt  with  under  the  Act 
are  in  the  aged  and  infirm  category,  and|  as  this  group  is  in- 
creasing in  number  from  year  to  year,  it  has  been  estimated 
that  in  the  whole  country  the  numbers  of  the  population  in 
the  60  plus  age  group  have  increased  frv^m  2„400,000  to 
7,343,000  in  the  last  50  years. 

Il  is  agreed  on  all  sides  that  it  is  best  that  old  folk 
should  remain  in  their  own  homes  as  long  as  possible,  but 
there  does  come  a time  when,  despite  such  aids  as  home 
helps,  etc.,  the  old  man  or  woman  deteriorates  perhaps  more 
mentally  than  physically;  then  it  is  for  the  people  concerned  to 
decide  whether  it  is  better  for  the  old  person  to  be  sent  to 
a home  or  institution  even  against  his  or  her  wSl.  It  js  not 
an  easy  decision  to  make,  as  so  often  the  mental  state  of  the 
person  is  such  that  he  does  not  realize  the,  low  state  into 
which  he  is  passing. 

It  is  pleasing  to  me,  however,  that  in  a number  of  cases 
that  have  been  committed  to  an  institution,  many  of  these 
folk  realise  that  they  are  being  well  fed  and  looked  after  and 
are  quite  content  to  stay. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Act  during  the  year, 
but  o ne  case  was  investigated  but  it  was  obvious  that  in  this 
instance  no  action  could  be  taken.  , 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


DIPHTHERIA.  Again  there  have  been  no  notifications  of 
Diphtheria.  This  is  quite  pleasing,  but  it  is  not  so,  good  that 
the  numbers  immunised  are  steadily  falling.  Only  31  children 
age  group  1 — 2 have  been  immunised,  which  means  that,  ap- 
— proximately  150  children  of  that  age  group  in  the  urban  area 
are  not  immunised,  i.e.  850/0.  There  is  a general  falling  off 
in  immunisation  over  the  country  as  a whole,;  the  est^ated 
number  of  children  being  immunised  before  their  first  birthday 
being  28 0/0  of  the  whole. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  There  was  quite  an  increase  in  the  noti- 
fied cases,  57  compared  with  28  in  the  previous  year.  Measles! 
and  Whooping  Cough,  however,  have  greatly  decreased.

HOUSING 

During  the  year  the  Council  had  ten  aged  persons  bung- 
alows, eight  two-bedroomed  flats,  and  six  three-bedroomed 
I’ouses  handed  over  for  occupation,  making  a total  of  twenty- 
four  houses  completed  during  that  period.  During  the  same 
peri',  d,  private  builders  completed  six  houses. 

In  October  1951,  a check  was  made  on  the  list  of  ap- 
plicants for  Council  Houses,  as  it  was  thought  that  a number 
would  by  now  have  found  suitable  accommodation  for  them- 
selves. This  proved  to  be  the  case  and  at  the  completion  of 
the  check  the  live  list  totalled  189.  By  the  end  of  the  year, 
however,  fresh,  applications  had  lifted  this  number  to  207. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION,  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE 

The  recovery  and  sale  of  salvageable  materials  has,  in 
my  opinion,  come  to  stay.  Local  authorities  throughout  the 
country  are  returning  valuable  raw  materials  in  industry  and 
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in  no  small  way  materially  helping  in  the  Nation’s  financial 
fight.  We  must,  however,  remember  that  the  local  authority’s 
first  job  is  to  provide  a very  essential  health  service,  which 
service  must  not  in  any  degree  be  seconded  to  the  Salvage 
Schemes. 

If  our  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  to  be 
maintained  throughout  1952,  then  an  additional  refuse  vehicle 
will  have  to  be  obtained.  This  will  allow  for  reorganisation 
of  the  present  system,  whereby  we  have  to  borrow  -vehicles 
and  staff  from  the  Surveyor’s  Department,  and  will,  in  iny 
opinion,  result  in  an  improved  service. 

The  provision  of  new  dustbins,  replacing  those  worn  out 
by  use,  is  causing  considerable  difficulty,  due  to  the  varying 
results  of  appeals  against  Notices  served  under  Section  75  of 
the  1936  Public  Health  Act  in  many  parts  of  Ijhe  country. 
The  first  appeal  in  this  District  by  an  'ownei  agrainst;  a, 
notice  to  provide  a dustbin  was  raised  towards  the  end  of 
the  year.  (The  above  'appeal  by  the  owner,  held  at  the  Dr  on- 
field Court  on  Monday,  21st  January,  1952,  was  decided  in 
favour  of  the  owner).  It  is  time  that  the  Ministry  concerned 
made  a decision  one  way  or  the  other,  thus  saving  much  con- 
fusion and  time  which  is  now  being  wasted  (n  the  courts.

When  u.isatis- 
faotory  sample'  are  obtained,  the  matter  is  taken  up  immed- 
iaiely  with  the  water  authorities  concerned. 

PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACTS,  1928-1936 

Fifteen  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirit,  covering  a storage  capacity  of 
15,750  gallons.  One  new  500  gallon  tank  was  put  down. for  a 
private  user.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  19«9  s 

The  degree  of  infestation  in  the  district  remains  very 
smell.

The  provision  of  water  closets  or  pail  closets  in  lieu  of 
privy  middens  has  been  carried  forward  as  far  as  financial 
and  other  circumstances  will  permit-  Two  middens  were  re- 
placed by  water  closets,  seven  middens  were  replaced  by  pail 
cksets,  two  paii  closets  were  replaced  by  water  closets,  the 
r.et  result  being  the  provision  of  eight  water  clodets  andj 
eight  pail  closets  for  a loss  of  nine  privy  middens.  The 
position  with  regard  to  cesspools  in  the  Hill  Top  area  is 
causing  me  considerable  concern,  and  both  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Council  have  been  made  aware  of  the  con- 
ditions. 

There  is  only  one  adequate  method  by  which- this  area 
can  be  brought  to  a satisfactory  condition  and  that  is  by  the 
installation  of  main  drainage  facilities.  When  this  will  come 
to  pass  1 would  not  care  to  forecast,  Ibut  it  is  an  urgent* 
Public  Health  necessity.
